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This June, I am finishing seven years 
as Principal of the Forest District High School, 
and as I am making a change this summer, I want 
to use this page to review briefly some of the 
progress which has been made during those seven 
years* 

In September, 195 9 , we had 415 students 
enrolled in our school, and next fall there will 
probably 'be 600 using our classrooms. To 
accommodate this large increase, we have gone 
through two building programmes . In January 
of I960, we opened rooms 207, 305 , and 306, and 
now the new wing is ready for occupancy. This 
means a total of eleven new teaching areas, plus 
additional space for administration, medical facilities, cafeteria, and washrooms. 
However the most progress has been made in the variety of courses which are now 
available here. In 1959 everyone took the General course, now called the Five- 
Year Arts and Science programme. Of course, this is. the backbone of any second- 
ary school programme, but every teenager is not fitted for it. So now, in addit- 
ion to the five-year Arts and Science course, we have in operation the four-year 
Arts and Science branch; the four-year Business and Commerce programme; the Limited 
Technical programme which will provide the first two years of the Science, Trades, 
and Technology course; and the two-year Occupations course for both boys and girls. 
Department inspectors have told us that these new courses and our new facilities 
for these courses provide one of the best arrangements in the province for this 
type of school. To carry out this work, the teaching staff has been increased 
from eighteen in 1959 to thirty-two next September. 



These building projects, over-crowded conditions, and revision of courses 
- all symptoms of our growing-pains, - have resulted in much inconvenience and 
frustration for both the student body and the staff. But I can honestly say that 
the pupils and the teachers have been most cooperative throughout all the hardships 
and uncertainties involved in renovations and reorganization. I have never worked 
with a finer group of people, and no matter where our diverging paths may take us, 

I shall always remember the faithful cooperation I have received from the staff and 
students of this school. This also includes Mrs. Elliott who has managed the 
office so efficiently for. those seven years, and Mr. Lewis and his staff who have 
struggled so valiantly to cope with the dust and dirt raised by two different con- 
tractors as well as by the normal traffic of the school. Thanks to you people, 
these have been worthwhile years for all of us. 



And I trust that such progress will continue under my successor, Mr. 
Savage, and the other new teachers who are coming to this school. The over- 
crowding in some areas still exists, and problems will continue. But the new 
wing has been designed so that further additions can be readily joined to the 
present structure with minimum expenditure. 



I regret that because of circumstances beyond our control, we were not 



able to publish the year-book last year, and I must not finish this without saying 
a word of appreciation to those Keyettes who worked so hard under Beth Roder last 
spring to prepare the copy for that project. However some of their work has 

been included in this edition, and I trust that those who buy a copy of TT Aurea 
Vincula" for 1965-66 will be well pleased with their purchase.

The Commencement Exercises of the Forest District High School were held in 
the auditorium on Friday, October 8, 1965. Beth Roder played the prelude, as 
parents and friends filled up the chairs and balcony. The processional then 
slowly moved up the centre aisle, accompanied by the Glee Club singing "Praise 
My Soul, The King Of Heaven". The graduates of Grade XIII came first, wearing 
their purple and white graduation gowns, followed by the graduates and honour 
students of various other grades, then the teaching staff in their gowns and hoods, 
and finally the members of the Board and the visiting officials who took their 
places on the platform. 

The ceremonies were opened with the invocation prayer being given by Rev . 
Albert W. Motchman. The Chairman of the Board, Mr. Douglas Gilpin, then 

■welcomed all who were present for the events, and spoke briefly of the progress 
which was being made in the building of the addition. The Principal of the 
school, Mr. Ritchie, ass um ed the duties of chairman for the rest of the evening 
and called upon the other members of the Board and platform guests to make the 
various presentations.

The Women* s Institutes awards for highest standing in Home Economics were 
presented by Mrs. L. Hawken to Elsie Gaylor for Grade XII, to Louise Jamieson for 
Grade XI, to Connie Wilson for Grade X, and to Sharon Gratton for Grade IX. 

Mr. C. Woodward then presented to Donna Field the Woodward Florist and 
Garden Centre award for the highest mark in Grade XIII Botany. Mr. C.J. Phillips 

presented the awards for the highest marks in Industrial Arts from Kernohan Motors 
to Bryon Sparling of Grade XII, from Siddall Motors to Carman Sparling of Grade XI, 
from Rawlings Motors to Ross Smith of Grade X, and from Cassidy Motors to Brian 
Richardson of Grade IX. 

For variety in the programme, the Glee Club, under the direction of Mrs. 
Ritchie and accompanied by Beth Roder, sang three numbers. Then Connie Butler 
gave a very thoughtful and well-presented valedictory address. After the 
Commencement exercises were concluded with the National Anthem and the Recessional, 
the School Board entertained the graduates, parents, and friends to a reception 
in the cafeteria. 




It hardly seems possible that five years have gone by since we 
stepped over the threshold of this high school-a very nervous, appre- 
hensive, confused group of young freshmen, with no idea of what the 
future held in store for us, yet realizing that here we would begin 
the second step in our education; that here we would expand our knowl- 
edge and work our brains as we had never worked them before. Far off 
in the distance and, for some of us, seemingly unachievable was this 
very day when we would be gathered here to receive the diplomas sig" 
n ^^^- can ^ the completion of our high school careers. 

Little did we know then that there would be times when, in a fit 
of despair, we would be more than willing to give it all up, to get 
away from it all. For each of these five years became more and more 
difficult for us as we progressed from grade to grade. Fortunately, 
for most of us, there always was someone, usually one or both of our 
parents or some favourite teacher, with whom we could talk about our 
special problems — someone who encouraged us, and kept us going, who 
made us stay in school where we belonged. While perhaps then we may 
not have realized the value our education would eventually have for 
us, even now, i n the first months of our university or training courses 
jobs, most of us are discovering the worth of these years of high 
school, and we are realizing that as someone has said, life is not 
simple, as we would have thought five years ago. The number of things 
we modern people would have to know in .order really to understand what 
goes on around us has increased and is still increasing more rapidly

than the number of things we do know. With each day that goes by, we 
are seeing that we must never stop learning, never stop trying to im- 
prove our minds, never stop furthering our education. 

The significance of continuing our education is that it rescues 
us men and women from a sense of being powerless and alone. In this 
day and age, it is not enough to have learned to read, write and fig- 
ure. Skills do not give wisdom, though they and science, technology, 
and business management do prepare the way toward wisdom. 

There is no easy way by which we can suddenly grow mature in mat- 
ters .of the intellect. Every year that is given to this effort after 
graduation , be it fromhigh 

graduation, be it from high school, university or what have you, is 
well worth while in the return it gives us in happiness, satisfaction 
and achievment. 

The truth is that the person who quits learning upon leaving 
school or university is giving in to an idea of limited usefulness, 
limited satisfaction, and limited happiness. He is contributing to 
his own bewilderment and feeling of insecurity in a fast-moving world. 

All sorts of definitions have been devised for "continuing ed- 
ucation". Just what does a sincere attempt to widen our education 
entail? It is not enough to seek skills in this or that, or to be- 
come expert in something or other. Continuing education leads us to 
know something of the other person 1 s job, so as to appreciate the part 
he is playing in life; it provides us with reasonably founded opinions, 
instead of unclarified passions and sentiment. 

Our continuing education qualified us to bring relevant background 
to bear upon a current problem, to gather information that will be per- 
tinent to the question at hand, to grasp relationships between this 
state of affairs and another, between this person’s action and his 
social environment , and to make judgements in the light of our values 
and information. 

Continuing education will, as a matter of course, give us a feel- 
ing of significance, a sense of creativeness, and a knowledge of our 
purpose as citizens in a political society. It demands our fullest 
possible intellectual development, and that means an awareness of our 
personal responsibility in the life of the world and in our fellow- 
ship with the whole of mankind. 

But there are obstacles in the way: we may find it difficult to 

establish the right habits of attention, we may be tempted to pro- 
crastinate, we may be stopped by a lack of knowledge about where to 
begin . 



However,, these need not deter us. We are taking up courses of 
study merely to keep our minds busy. What we seek is not to escape 
boredom but to do notable things . We want to progress beyond the 
education that was given us at school into the creative surprises 
of an adulthood that is truly maturing. 

There are no external compulsions placed upon us, but there are 
plenty of inner voices telling us not to quit learning. We are moved 
*by curiosity, the desire for new experience, the wish to get along 
with people, and the need to be ready with wise judgments about social, 
economic and political issues. 




As science broadens our knowledge of the material world, we can 
keep our individuality, our significance, as it were, by continually 
developing our peculiar talents and gifts as men. In order to do this, 
we need to mature our mentality so that it catches up with our tech- 
niques, instead of merely getting along with a way of thinking and 
feeling that were appropriate in a technically simpler age. Only 
thus can we hope to pass through the middle years of our lives with- 
out that sense of frustration and failure that is common among middle 
aged people. 

In our continuing education, we are seeking principles. They are 
hardy, convertible, and they are profitable. Principles do not change 
from year to year under the fortunes and misfortunes of life; they 
can be applied to different situations, and we can add their measure 
of judgment to our thinking. They can give satisfaction because we 
feel that, having added a principle to our stock, we have gained 
something of value. 

In this respect, good books broaden our horizons, fill our minds , 
enable us to continue growing in knowledge and wisdom. They may not 
teach us to make atomic bombs, or money, but they will help us to 
understand the problems of war and economics. They will show us that 
the puzzling questions associated with good and evil, love and hate, 
happiness and misery, life and death, have not changed very much over 
the ages. 

Out of our continued learning there come definite advantages not 
other wise to be gained. One that commends itself to many is the 
ability of self-expression, of thinking, writing and talking as we 
see fit, with no restrictions. Another is the skill in doing things 
in a creative way. These two--self -expression and creat ion--are things 
in which we can in some way discharge the obligation that most of us 
feel as debtors to life. 

Of greatest importance, perhaps, is the ability that continued 
learning gives us to think straight. We are apt to drift into a way 
of thinking with our hopes and fears and ignorance. 

Straight thinking is based upon knowledge. How can a man think 
if he doesn't know? Dr. W. E. McNeill told at the Autumn Convocation 
at Queen's University some years ago how Charles Darwin gathered bio- 
logical facts for twenty years, without seeing any binding relation- 

"fhen, according to Dr. McNeill, while Darwin was walking through 
an English country lane, the idea of evolution suddenly came to him* 

That is what thinking is^-the flashing emergence of an idea after facts 
have been mulled over a long time. 

Our intellectual curiosity can be satisfied only by continued learn 
ing. When we learn prQgressively* how to detect fallacy, how to rise 
above superstition, how to discern what is relevant, how to discriminate 
values, and how to brush aside hypocrisy and propaganda, then we are 
taking long steps in continued learning. 

In order to make these choices wisely, we need abundant growth of 
learning, participation in community, school, and church and social 
affairs , an attitude of free inquiry and the love of beauty, peace 
and kindness. Upon this basis, continued learning will enable us to 
adapt ourselves intelligently and purposefully to social change . 



The sort of continued learning of which I am speaking is possible 
for everyone. No matter how little school education one may have, or 
at what age this continued learning is taken up, the joys and advantage 
of further learning are never-ending . 

Moreover, this learning is essentially self-teaching. There is 
no compulsion except the compulsion of one v *s own spirit and the desire 
to participate usefully in society. 

As long ago as 1928, a book was published, called n Adult Learn- 
ing ,f , in which there was knocked down once and for all the old idea 
that childhood is the time for learning and adulthood the time of 
having learned. Since then it has been said by eminent psychologists 
and educators that it is a threat to our whole society to have people 
stop learning and sit back in complacent unchangeability in a world 
that is constantly changing. 

To continue learning is important enough to demand top place when 
we are planning how we shall use our time. We are in danger of put- 
ting off until tomorrow the very thing that will make tomorrow worth 
living . 

We are so much on the go, with this and that demanding attention, 
that we fail to gain the serenity that should be ours, the serenity 
that comes of feeling significant because of some grace of quality 
or* knowledge that we have acquired. 



We must not throw up our hands in the face of events, or pres- 
sure, and patiently await the impending disaster to which our civil- 
ization at times certainly appears to be rushing. No one, in these 
times, need feel powerless, if he will just take the trouble to con- 
tinue learning about mankind and to continue broadening his vision. 

In fact, — and this is most impor tant--if we learn this, the future 
of mankind may very probably be far happier than any part of his past.

On September 23 rd, the first trip of the season took place when four bus 
loads of senior students, under the supervision of Mrs. MacLean and other members 
of the staff, travelled to Stratford to see a matinee performance of ,T Henry IV ff 
at the Shakespearean Festival. The English department also arranged a trip to 
Strathroy on February 14th to see the presentation of TT Murder in the Cathedral" by 
the Canadian Players. 



Mr. 0 f Donnell also arranged two trips for his senior geography students. 
On December 1st, 12C were taken on a day f s tour of Lambton County to study the 
development of industry and the history of the county. Places visited included 
the villages of Errol and Point Edward, downtown Sarnia, a tour of Polymer, the 
Marine Museum at Courtright, and the new C.I.L. plant which is under construction.
